_ Voted on nt before, and it should be divorced 

of all political questions. 

S. S. Gregory spoke in opposition to a spe- 
cial election while declaring himself an an- 
nexationist. He mentioned the disturbance 
to business that an election would cause, and 
said the burden of adjusting the matters of 
these outlying towns should not be thrust 
upon the city authorities without time to pre- 
pare for it. Many people had moved May 1; 
tney could not register for a special election 
and would be disfranchised. The vote would 
be light, especially in Chicago, and a full ex- 
pression of the views of the people couid not 
be had. 

A. W. Green favored a special election, re- 
futing the statements of those who had op- 
posed it and claiming that, there being no 
protest on file, the court should consider only 
the petitions.

GREAT ALARM IN FOREST CITY. 


A Mob Said to Contemplate the Release of 
the Neelys—A Preliminary Skirmish. 

Forest Crrr, Ark., May 21.—[Special.]—It 
was rumorec here today that tonight was 
the date fixed for the attack on the jail ana 
the liberation of the Neelys. As a conse- 
quence tne streets of the little village were 
full of armed men and the utmost 
excitement prevailed. T. E. Prewitt, 
who was today elected Town Marshal, 


that Joha Christopher, a white fusionist and 
a determined man, was organizing the ne- 
groes in the northern part of the county for 
reprisais, and he regarded the situation as 
threatening, and every preparation for an 
emergency wus made early in the afternoon. 
Messages were sent out to the country, and 
the result was seen in the gathering of 150. 
Some of these had shotguns, some common 
rifles, some Wiuchesters. Everybody in 
town had a révolver, and ‘business; saye in 
gunpowder and cartridges, is at a standstill. 
A strong guard was posted about the jail and 
pickets were thrown out along each of the 
roads leading into the place, while a reserve 
was fixed at the Sheriff’s office to 
be available in case of alarm from any 
quarter. Temporary officers have been elected 
and Forest City is practically in a state of 


hardly any real reason for alarm, although 
the people are undoubtedly frightened. Ac- 
cording to the best information the negroes 
in St. Francis County outnumber the whites 
by abou. 300, and they have a number of 
white allies. Curious enough, some of these 
white leaders are ex-Confederates, and nearly 
allof them have been Democrats. Most of 
the Fusionists have been run out of town. 

Word was brought in today that there was 
serious sickness in the family of one of the 
volunteers, who lives some five miles out 
along a lonely and dangerous road. Prewitt 
called for volunteers for an escort, and it 
was some time, after a gooddeal of blank 
looking in each other’s faces, that two men 
stepped out. The ride is an extremely peril- 
ous one. 

At 9:30 o’clock eight shots sounded out 
from the north end ofthe town, the point 
from which the attack on the Forest City Jail 
is expected. Inamoment the reserve was 
called together, the order to Fall in“ given, 
and every man stood to his gun. Then 
there was another shot, another, and 
a scattering fire. Soon Ras Prewitt 
swupg round into sight, panting, with his 
run, and yelling. They are caming, boys, 
seventy-five of em. They run right in on 
us and we gave them all we had; now you've 
got to hurry if you want to save the picket. 
I’m going back,” and he plunged back into 
darkness, yelling back they were heading 
for the jail. The reserve went out on the 
doubie quick and without any incident the 
picket was relieved. 

It appears that Rass Prewitt, Jack Davis, 
and James Stewart were sitting in the shade 
by the roadside when they heard the tramp 
of marching men in the woods to their left. 
They ‘waited to make sure and then 
called “Halt!” The auswer was a volley 
from a crowd of men who haa crept 
close up. The boys jumped for trees 
and then shotinto the mob. There was a 
loud scream from some one in the retreating 
crowd, but who it was or how badly he was 
hurt 1s not known. The picket followed 
until the attacking party was well clear of 
the trees. It is said there were between 
fifty and seventy-five whites and blacks in 
the mob, and the picket think they can swear 
to one of the white men being the leader. 
The boys then fell back and the relief came 
up. Ras Prewitt’s coat was riddled with 
buckshot, but there was no one wounded. 
When the whole squabble was understood a 
number of horsemen under Ras Prewitt got 
together and started to. attack the attackers. 
At 10:30 nothing had been heard from these 
and there was no more shooting.

WHAT I8 A CONTINUOUS RIDE? 


The North Side Company Sued by a Pas- 
‘fenger Who Had Paid His Fare. 

President. Yerkes has the task of saving the 
North Chicago Street Railroad Company from a 
possible judgment in Judge Baker's court. 
Frank Mahan is after $10,000 of tne company’s 
money. He claims that in riding on the North 
Clark street car he paid his fare when he got on 
north of Monroe street. After passing the loop 
he was asked for his fare again, and when he re- 
fused to pay the second time he was ejected 
from the car. The defense of the company is 
that it haga rule requirug two fares and Judge 
Baker has to decide whether Yerkes can charge 
two fares for a continuous ride, 

The attorneys for Mahan claim that the 
ordinance granting the railroad its charter pro- 
vides for one fare of five cents for a continuous 
ride, and that wherever a passenger gets on he 
can ride from down-town to the nortnern ter- 
minus for one fare. ; 

The attorney for the North . Street 
Railroad Company claims that 4% the cars do 
not stop down-town, but make a circuit, the 
company must establish a terminus, and it has 
done so at Randolph and Dearborn streets. A 
passenger boarding the cars south of the tunnel 
must pay one fare to Randolph and Dearborn 
and another after ing that point. He claims 
the company has a right to make its rules, and 
the question is simply one of interpretation of 
the term continuous ride.“ 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOUL FOR Bors. 


Second Annual Meeting of the Officers of 
the Norwood Park Institution. 

The officers and directors of the Illinois In- 
dustrial and Training School for Boys held their 
second annual meeting yesterday afternoon at 
the Grand Pacific. President John A. Jameson 
presided and delivered his annual address. : 

In it he said that the discipline, education, and 
moral training of the boys had been entirely sat- 
isfactory. Not, so, however, with the manual 
training, owing to the stkaitened condition of the 
school’s finances. The boys’ engagement in 
the m@gnufacture eof boots, shoes, and 
brooms n been all that could de 
wished. Considerable embarrassment had been 
experienced from want of sufficient grounds and 
buil Mr. Miller George bad offered 300 
acres of land at Glenwood on which to construct 
and maintain a school which wouid admit a more 
perfect realization of the object of the organiza- 
tion. To that end the Cn o Women’s Club 
ad taken upon 
themselves the task ot raising the required 
money. An architect had prepared plans for the 
buildings, which would probably comprise one 
large and several smaller ones, the former to 
cost about $8,000 and the latter $5,000 each. 
These are absolutely necessary or the object of 
the association would be a failure. The direct- 
ors bad met with discouraging obstacles in the 
financial work, and the interest of moneyed peo- 

le and benevolent societies must be enlisted.

FISHERY TROUBLE IN NEWFOUNDLAND. 


A British Man-of-War Protecting French 
Fishermen Against the Colonials. 

Hatrrax, N. S., May 21.—Advices from Bay 
St. George, Newfouadland, represent that 
the relations between the Newfoundland and 
French fishermen on the disputed French 
shore are reaching acrisis. The commander 
of the British warship Lily has issued a proc- 
lamation to the effect that he would not per- 
mit Newfoundland fishermer to set their nets 
to catch herring, and if they did he would 
confiscate their nets. An indignation meet- 
ing was held, at which strong language was 
used. The proclamation, which was posted up 
in public places, was quickly torn down by the 
infuria peopie. St. George’s Bay is the 
great herring fishing ground. There are 
about 2,000 people there who live almost en- 
tirely by catc ing. herring and exporting 
them to Canada. The French are given con- 
current rights by the treaty to that part of 
Newfoundland, but claim exelusive jurisdic- 
won, and now tbat they can get bait in other 
portions of Newfoundland they are as- 
serting their claim of exciusiveness over Bay 
St. George and supplying themselves with 
bait there. This provents the British inhab- 
itants from getting fish, which would of 
course interfere th the French, and the 
British warship prevents any interference. 
The people threaten to use rifies to enforce 
their rights. They say they will either do 
that or abandon that portion of the British

‘Mrs. Rosetta Wolverton Tells of Her | 


Daughter’s Experience in the Institu- 
tion at Jefferson —It Was Far from sat 
isfactory, to Say the Least—Other Wit- 
messes Tell of Abominable Mismanage- 
ment—The Court Calls for a Full His 
tory of the Levi Case. 

Additional revelauons of a most revolting 
nature exposing the abominabie mismanage- 
ment of the Cook County Insance Asylum 
were made before Judge Prendergast yester- 
day afternoon in the asylum investigation 
case. Dr. Kiernan was not present to listen 
to this testimony. Among prominent people 
present were Commissioner Kimbell, Judge 
Knickerbocker, J. Frank Aldrich. Thomas 
Cratty, F. H. Wines, C. E. Felton, and a 
delegation of ladies of the Protective Asso- 
ciation. 

At the opening of court Mr. Walker com- 
plained that, although he had served notice 
on Dr. Kiernan to send as witnesses certain 
employés of the asylum, the asylum Superin- 
tendent had not done so, but, on the other 
hand, had sent persons whom the prosecu- 
tion did not care for at all. This prelimmary 
shot fired, Mr. Waiker proceeded to uncover 
more of the horrors of which he had given 
the public a sample the day before. He 
called Mrs. Rosetta Wolverton to the stand. 
She stated that she had visited the asylum 
frequently while her daughter, Miss Amelia 
Langdon, was an inmate from November, 
1875, to March, 1889. Mr. Walker asked her 
what she had observed at her different visits. 

At first,” said Mrs. Wolverton, it looked 
well enough, except for the crowded condi- 
tion of the place. I didn’t like my daugh- 
ter’s sleeping arrangements. She was in a 
small room where there were two beds and 
two patients in each bed. I called Dr. 
Kiernan’s attention to this, and he said ho’d 
have this remedied. Ten aays later he had 
changed her into another ward, and I was 
much pleased. This was, I think, at Christ- 


mas or New Year’s. The nextgtime I visited 


my daughter was in the following February. 
She had been removed into still another 
ward. She was in an exceedingly filthy 
place, covered all over with vermin. She 


had no clothes but a calico wrapper, no un- 


derclothes but a shirt, no shoes, and only one 
stocking.”’ 

“* What clothing had she when you sent her 
to the asylum?”’ 

“She had clothing enough to last hera 
year at home. . But it is impossibie to keep 
clothes in that place.“

the patients tore them to pieces. 

Mrs. Wolverton said that when she found 
her daughter in that condition she took her 
home, fore leaving the institution, how- 
ever, she cailed Dr. Tumbler’s attention to 
this state of things.

Dr. Hough simply said that she was a bad 
patient and hard to manage. 

SHE WAS BEATEN.

“She became quite ill,” went on the wit- 
ness, and I asked that sne be removed. It 
was done and she was placed in Miss Jones’ 
ward. There she improved steadily.” 

„Why did she improve more under Miss 
Jones’ care than under Miss Curtin?’ 

“Well, Miss Curtin treated her shamefully. 
She would beat her and pound her.“ 

“Do you Know that asa fact, madam?’ 
asked the court. 

„My daughter told me.“ 

Judge Prendergast decided that this testi- 
mony couldn’t go in and it was stricken out. 
Mrs. Wolverton said she had visited her 
daughter last August. Bhe was again cov- 
ered with vermin. The last time that she 
visited the asylum was shortly before last 
March, Her daughter was then in an ex- 
ceedingly weak and emaciated condition. 
She could hardly stand up. She was froth- 
ing at the mouth and looked as if she was 
being starved todeath. She was withdrawn 
from the institution, and after she had been at 
home a short time grew better and stronger. 
But her sores had not yet healed. Mrs. Wol- 
verton said she had seen an attendant, a Miss 
Moffett, abuse an old woman patient because 
the latter, on the occasion of a visit. to the 
as vlum of Mrs. Wolverton, had sought to talk 


her.

Then came a startling revelation. James 
Watsik, a boilermaker, was put on the stand. 
His wife, Mary Watsik, became an in- 
mate of the usylum in the spring of 1886. 
She had been an inmate before that for about 
four months, but was taken out.

POLICY. 


The New York World and Charleston (8.

The civil service rules apply only to certain 
clerical offices with clerical duties in the 
public service, regulated by competitive ex- 
aminations and systematized and graded pro-

It makes no distinc- 
tion in its bitter reproaches between the rep- 
resentative who did nothing because he was 
paid to smother tne bill and the one who did 
nothing because he was inert and slothful. 
The public when angry attacks alike the per- 
jured member who swore he would take no 
bribes and yet comes back with his pockets 
full and the honest but incompetent one who 
took no bribe but did no good work. The lat- 
ter is perhaps the more unfortunate of the 
two. He gets his share of the kicks, but has 
no cash to heal his bruises. 


DUTY ON LEAD IN SILVER-LEAD ORES. 

Secretary Windom and Assistant Secretary 
Tichenor have been listening to arguments in 
acase relating to the duties on silver-lead 
ores imported from Mexico. The present 
tariff puts silver ores on the free list and 
fixes a duty of one and one-half cents 
per pound on lead ores, and the ques- 
tion now in dispute is as to what the 
customs officers 
Mexican ‘ores which cerry both silver and 
lead. The law evidently contemplates the 
free admission of silver and a protective 
tax on lead, but what is to be done when both 
metals are found in the same ore? How shall 
the United States secure free trade in 
silver and exclusion of lead when the two 
materials remain unseparated in the same 
rock? The rule prevailing in the Treas- 
ury Department heretofore, although not 
settled beyond dispute, has been that the 
value of silver in the ore determined the 
classification, and if silver predominated in 
value the ore must come in free regardless of 
the amount of lead it carried. This is the 
rule now attacked by a powerful combination 
of Western miners and lead producers. 

Ex-Gov. Grant and Senator Wolcott of Col- 
orado and Delegate Carter of Montana made 
the principal arguments on behalf of the 
American mine operators. ‘hey claimed 
that the free importation from Mexicoof lead 
in silver-iead ores is practically depriving 
the lead-producing interest of all protection, 
contrary to the express purpose of the law. 
It was claimed that every ton of Mexican 
silver ore brings in 600 pounds of lead, ana 
that so long as this continued it was farcical 
to claim that the lead producers were 
receiving the protection which the law 
evidently intended to confer on them. 
Senator Wolcott contended that all ore carry- 
img over 5 per cent of lead was properly lead 
ore and should be taxed as such. Prof. Gray 
of Yale made an elaborate argument, in 
which he contended that “silver ore was 
the only ore irom which silver alone could 
be commercially abstracted,” and that it was 
„neither judicious nor practicable to classify 
ores by the relative value of their constitu- 
ents, because these values fluctuated.” But 
silver fluctuates in value as well as lead or 
copper, and it may be there are silver de- 
posits in Mexico as well as in this country 
which might be worked or not, just as the 
price of silver bullion might fluctuate, and 
that, too, within comparatively narrow limits. 
Of course such silver ores disassociated from 
lead or copper are not common, but still cases 
might arise where the application of Prof. 
Gray's rule would be open to the objection 
he brings against the present practice. 

The railroads were not directly represented 
in the hearing of this matter in Washington. 
but it is impossible to believe they are not 
watching it with interest. The present duty 
on lead is so strongly protective that the 
articie is not imported, but as the metal is 
produced in the Far West and consumed 
chiefly in the East the railroads are able to 
absorb to themselves the lion’s share of the 
protection, and they exact it in the form of 
high freight rates. Because of the high duty 
on lead “the traffic will bear“ higher trans- 
portation charges than would otherwise be 
possible, and as the railroads have long hauls 
between the producers and consumers they 
absorb the protection intended for the mine 
owners. This phase of the matter seems 
to have been entirely overlooked in the 
discussion before the Secretary of the 
Treasury. Western mines that pro- 
duce silver-lead ores really get little 
if any advantage from the duty on lead, and 
the owners of such properties might well 
consider whether their best hope of relief 1s 
not in tke direction of securing reduced 
freight rates. If by anew law or new con- 
struction of the statute they could more ef- 
fectually bar out Mexican ores and advance 
tne price of lead, would not the railroads put 
up rates and proceed to levy on the traffic for 
all the increased transportation charges it 
would bear! Should not the owners of 
silver-lead mines address themselves to the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission ratber 
than to Secretary Windom? 


AN EXTRAORDINARY SPECTACLE. 

The most recent developments in the revo- 
lutionary proceedings at Lafayette, La, pre- 
sent a most extraordinary spectacle. May 6 
a municipal election was pending at Lafa- 
yette. There were two tickets in the field, 
both Democratic. Not a Republican candi- 
date was rupning, but when it became ap- 
parent that some of the negroes in the place 
would attempt to exercise their right to vote 
a mob from St. Martin and other localities in 
the vicinity rode into the place armed with 
revolvers and rifles, drove the negroes away 
from the polls, and informed the authorities, 
who had asserted the right of the negroes to 
vote, that no election should be held. The 
polling place was closed by them, and, stand- 
ing guard over it, they carried their point 
and the election was prevented. The Gov- 
ernor of the State was appealed to for pro- 
tection, not by the negroes but by the 
whites. He promptly sent the Attorney 
General of the State to Lafayette to investi- 
gate, and with equal promptness the latter 
reported that the affair was a trivial one and 
that there was no occasion for State inter- 
ference. Itis to the credit of the people of 
Lafayette that they recognized the right of 
| the negroes to vote, but, overawed by the 
menacing presence of this armed mob, no 
election was possible, and the citizens of the 
town were prevented trom choosing the of- 
ficials to conduct their Municipal Govern- 
ment. 

The peopie of Lafayette, however, though 
deprived of their rights by force and revoiu- 
tionary proceedings, have officially entered 


| their protest. The Town Council at its last

Under 
such circumstances as these the people of 
Lafayette cannot hold an election until an 
outside mob gives its consent, and so long as 
there is a possibility that any negro will cast 
a vote that consent will not be given. II 
there were any regard for law or even ordi- 
nary political self-respect on the part of the 
State authorities they would send troops to the 
scene and order the election to take piace if 
they had to put the whole State under martial 
law or shoot down every scoundrel who for- 
bids the laws of the State to be executed. It 
is none the less treason and rebellion 
because it is only a town election. 

The principle at stake is the same. The New 

Orleans Times-Democrat characterized it ex- 
actly when it said: It is a defiance of the 

State, an attempt to overthrow the Constitu- 
tions of Louisiana and the United States, 

which can eccomplish no good, but will cause 
infinite trouble.“ It 1s the first time in many 
years that the entire people of a towa in that 

or any other State have been compelled to 

abandon a regular election under town and 

State laws by the interposition of law-break- 

ers from the outside and threats of biood- 
shed. Ithas ceased to be arace question, 

for, as it eventuates, the entire white popula 

tion has been estopped from voting for white 

candidates on two tickets, each representing 

the dominant party.

Miners at Work and Masons on Strike. 
BERLIN, May 21.—The coal miners who were 
on strike in the Dortmund, Bochum, and 


Essen districts resumed work today. 

The coal miners of the PFortmund region 
have again entered upon a general strike. 
The miners state that the Managers of the 
mines did not fulfill their promises made to 
the men, and that the committee of miners 
thereupon ordered a stoppage of work and 
the men promptly obeyed. the Zwicken 
miners, with the exception of those em- 
ployed in the Arnim coilieries, have gone on 
a strixe. A majority of the mincrs have re- 
sumed work at Breslau and Aix-la-Chapeile. 

Three thousand masons in this city have 

ne on strike. They demand that their 
— of labor be nine a day. and that they 
be allowed half an hour for breakfast, an 
hour for dinner, and an hour for supper. 
They also demand that work be suspended 
an hour earlier Suturday ana the evenings 
preceding public holidays, and that they re- 
ceive full pay tor those days the same as for 
other days. They further demand an in- 
crease of from 50 to 60 pfennigs a day in their 
wages, and that they be given two weeks’ 
notice of discharge.

It stands to reason, therefore, that 
sbe would not leave unprotected in ber house 
papers representing thousands of dollars.“

MEETING OF STRIKING COAL MINERS. 


Delegates of the Northern Iilinols District 
Meet at Joliet to Confer, 

Joxrer, III., May 21.—[Special.]—The strik- 
nd coal miners of the Northern District of 
Illinois held a largely attended meeting in 
this city today. The mines throughout the 
district, in Streator, Braidwood, Coal City, 
Gardner, etc., are practically at a standstill, 
and have been so since thé strike was in- 
augurated several weeks ago. The mine- 
owners insist on a reduction in wages of 10 
cents per ton. This the men, individually 
and as a body, have denounced as an 
exorbitant cut and one which they 
will not accept. They have agreed to 
take a 2% cent reduction, a simi- 
lar cut having been accepted by the miners 
in other parts of the country, but do not feel 
justified in yielding to the demands of the 
owners. The two and one-half cents reduction 
not having been agreed to by the mine- 
owners, a joint conterence was decided upon 
at a recent meeting held by the miners. It 
is to be a conference between the workmen 
and the owners, if any of the latter show up. 
Doubts, however, were expressed by some of 
the men this morniug whether the operators 
would appear, in which event the meeting, to 
a large extent, would fail of its purpose. 

Today’s meeting wiil be an important one. 
It will decide in a great measure whether or 


| pot the strike shall be continued. At 10 


o’clock, the opening hour this morning, a 
large number of the miners had arrived at 
the ball, but as mere were stil several dele- 
mor to arrive on the later trains it was 

nally decided to adjoura until after 
1 o’clock. Among the towns repre- 
sented were Braidwood, Gardner, La 
Salle, Braceville, Clark City, Peru, 
Roanoke, Spring Valley, ana Minooka.

Reaction in Stocks, with a Strong Market 
at the Close—Keading the Most Active. 
New YORK, May 21.—[Special.}—There was a 

reaction in stocks today due to realization of 
profits. It extended to 1 per cent in Burlington, 
in the Northern Pacific, ia Rock Island, but was 
only fractional in the general list. Oregon & 
Transco ental was dull and continued to de- 
cline. There was some demand for ‘‘cash”’ 
stock in the early trade, causing it to sell 1 per 
cent above the price regular way,“ but only 900 
shares were sold easb in all, and before the 
close there was no difference whatever. The 
stock sold Bn gp 8 as low as 35, a fall of 3% 
trom yesterday's close, but crept up in the last 
hour to 3644. ae the Northern Pacific stocks the 
transactions aggregated little more than one- 
half of vesterday's phenomenal total, but they 
closed only a fraction lower. 

Most of the traders looked for a sharp reaction 
today and were taken aback by the ease with 
which the offerings were absorbed and the buoy- 
ancy displayed directly afterwards. Atchison, 
Lackawanna, Erie, Union Pacific, and St. Paul 
ended exactly where the ey closed last night, 
while Jersey Central closed up 2 per cent, at 
99%,. having a few minutes previously sold at 
100%, the highest price it has touched in eight 
years. 

Chicago Gas was conspicuously active and 
buoyant, and there was revivai of interest in the 
Chesapeake & Ohio issues, which of late have 
apparently been “sat upon for some purpose. 
Pullmans, too, rose sharply, and Northwest pre- 
ferred is up 3. The feature of the day was the 

renewed upward movement in Reading, which 
was far the most active stock on the list.

A Train-Load of Rice from China Now 
Coming Over the New Route on the 
Jay Gould — Vessel Owners Making 
Three Cents a Ton by Carrying Coal at 
Present Rates — Canadians Trying to 
Secure Equal Terms with American 


Boats at Chicago. 
A new combination has been made on the 
chessboard of lake and rail traffic to tet the Ca- 


madian Pacific into Chicago. This time it is Pa 
cific coast business which is the prize. The 
line is from the Pacific coast port of the Cana- 
dian Pacific, Vancouver, by rail over that 2 
to Port Arthur, and thence to Chicago by 

rior Line of steamers. The rail fees: 
is 1,912 miles and the lake run 850 miles. 

A train-load of rice is the first consignment 
over the new route. It arrived at Port Arthur 
early this week and is now on its way to Chicago 
on board the vrop Jay Gould. It was carried 
from China by steamer direct to Vancouver. 
Other consignments of rice are now on the way 
over the same route. 

The Lake * „ Line people are not partic- 
ularly hopeful t any great traffic 1s to be built 
up by way of Port Arthur. They say the pres- 
ent shipments are largely in the way of experi- 
ments. If considered successful by shippers it 
is gained. a comparatively heavy traffic may be 

The route must be thoroughly tested 
before they would venture predictions. 


Canadians Seeking Equal Rates. 

The association of Canadian vesselowners is 
working on a plan to consolidate. the Canadian 
boats running here in the grain trade under one 
head and agency. The aim is to overcome the 
disadvantage Canadian boats experience here in 
getting loads, which generally results in their 

ing compelled to take a quarter of a cent loss 
than American vessels to the same points. This 
season the traffic of Canadian bottoms is con- 
finec exclusively to Kingston for shipment down 
the St. Lawrence canals. For the next two 
months they will be plentiful in Chicago River, 
as the Lake Superior wheat carrying is light. It 
is not probable that any arrangement the Cana- 
dians may make will make them much better 
off. The shippers are certain to aiscriminate 
against foreign bcp particularly when they 
can go to but one eee and are therefore at the 
shippers’ mercy. esides, most Canadian boats 
are old, and the insurance tells against them. 


Three Cents a Ton Profit on Coal. 


Vessel owners at Cleveland are quite generally 


coming to the conclusion to carry no more coal 
at present rates. There is no money if not 
an actual loss for them to do so. A prominent 
Cleveland owner figured up what had been made 
by one of his larger boats—a 2,000 ton steam ves- 
sel—on the last trip. The freight on the cargo 
earried from Buffalo to Chicago at 45 cents was 
an even $900. In order to get the load a voyage 
was made from this end of the lake to Buffalo, 
and as the vessel was to load ore at Escanaba 
she went out of her way to take the coal to Chi- 

cago. The extra expense of these voyages in 
time and fuel bills, added to the regular and or- 
dinary expense of men and tow bills, footed up 
to $840, thus leaving as the net 4 for carry- 
ing 2,000 tons of coal from Buffalo to Chicago, $60.
